From statements made to this Convention, as 
well as from what was before notorious, it ap- 
peared that the respect of former generations for 
the Sabbath was in many places gone, and in all 
plaves fast failing before the inundation of busi- 
ness and pleasure; that commerce, on our sea- 
board, and rivers, and canals, and turnpikes, is 
putting in motion a secular enterprize, which is 
fast and fearfully annihilating the national con- 
Science in respect tothe Sabbath, and rolling 
the wave of oblivion over that sacred day. 

It wasthe opinion of this Convention, that the 
time had come in which the moral energies of 
the Sabbath must be preserved or abandoned, 
and that God had devolved upon them the res- 
ponsibility of acting upon a question whose de- 
cision will afiect deeply and permanently the 
destiny of this nation andthe world. If we 
yielded to fear, and sent vut through the land the 
apoaling declaration that nothing can be done, 
we weadin the laws of the human mind, and the 
immutable analogy of moral causes, the certain 
ddéwnfall of our republic, the abolition of the 
world’s last hope of civil liberty, and the perpe- 
tuity of those fearful despotisms, under whose 
pressure “ the whole creation has groaned and 
travailed together in pain until now ” 

This alternative, while a ray of hope beamed 
on. our path, we did not dare to encounter; the 
cries of our distant posterity assailed our ears: 
their cruel bondage rose up before us and broke 
our hearts; we could not endure, without an ef- 
fort to avert it, the ruin of our beloved country 
and her blood-bought blessings. And when we 
perceived the sensation which recent efforts in 
behalf of the Salbath have sent through the land, 
we seemed to hear the voice of our country and 
our God saying unto us, Be not afraid, but go 
forward. We were cheered by the hope that He, 
in whose hand arethe hearts of all men, was rais- 
ing up, in behalf of the Sabbath, a public senti- 
ment, whose decisions would be at once law and 
its execution. We borrowed hope, too, from the 
promises of God, that a cay of civil and religious 
emancipation shal! yet arise upon the earth; and 
from the signs of the times, which seem to an- 
nounce its rapid advent in the approximation of 
the distant parts of the earth by the facilities of 
intercourse. & the intercommunication of knowl- 
edge, and the formation of a universal public 
sentiment, which, under the guidance of science 
and the Bible, shall disenthral the world. 

Thus alarmed, and thus cheered and animated 
with hope, what, fellow citizens, could we do, 
but, relying on the favor of heaven, and presum- 
Ing on your approbation, to resolve, that we will! 
make the attempt to preserve to the nation the 
tnvaluable blessings of the Sabbath day. We 


In proportion, then, as the inhabitants | 


have a right to do what we will with our own,and 


are bound to render our substance the occasion | 


of as little evil, and the means of as much good, 
to our country as possible. “That is a land of 
| Slavery in which a citizen may not regulate his 
property by his own discretion, in any way 
which does not interfere with the rights of others; 
| and thatisa land of more than papal despotism in 
which a man must be compelled to lend the in- 
fluence of his patronage to the perpetration of 
evil, against the dictates of conscience, and with 
the fearful prospect of ruin to his family and his 
country. 
‘The plea of coercion, as resulting from the dis- 
, tribution of patronage, with reference to moral 
results, is without foundation. We cannot fear 
that the common sense of this nation will decile 
that we may not wield the tofluence of property 
in such a manner as willarray power/ul motives 
on the side of well-doing, and against doing evil; 
for if this be wrong, the government of God 
would be the height of compulsion and injustice. 
Were it even true, however, that powerful 
persuasion is unlawful force, what must be sand 
of that array of motives, so constantly pressed 
| upon the friends of the Sabbath, to lend the in- 
fluence of their capital and patronage to perpet- 
| uaie the violation of that day? Isit unlawful to 
employ powerful motives for the preservation of 
the day; ana, at the same time, lawful to uige, 
by powerful motives, its continued and hopeles 
| protanation? We disclaim coercion in any pro- 
per sense of that term; but we avow ovr purpose, 
to employ all lawful motives to persuade our fel- 
low citizens to ‘cease todo esti, and learn tode 
well,’ on the Sabbath-day. We have come to 
the conclusion, to withdraw our capital and pa- 
ironage from the prostration of the Sabbath, be- 
cause no alternative remains but this, or the ru- 
in of our Republic. 
gigantic nation, gathered from such a soil, con- 
ducted with such enterprize, and stimulated by 
such characteristic thirst of gain, threatens to 
bear away, in one deep and resisiless stream, 
whatever is embarked on its bosom; to engulf,

government, inthe army and the navy, and upon 
the highways of the land. We trust that those 
whom we have clothed with power by our suf- 
frage to “‘see to it that the commonwealth re- 
ceive no detriment,” while they guide the desti- 
nies of this great nation, will not stop their ears 
against the supplication, nor disappoint the hopes 
of millions.

Will you besiege the citadei of 
civil liberty, and undermine the pillar which sus-

| fall? You would not steal nor rob br gain, nor 
send out pestilence upon the land, nor let out 
wild beasts and reptiles to poison anirend. You 
| would plead no liberty of conscien:e to do this, 
and no children’s bread earned by such enter- 
prize. Why, then, will you persist so delibe- 
rately, so eagerly, so inflexibly, in the violation 
, of the Sabbath, which ts but a conprehensive 
mode of wresting from us all our blessings, and 
letting out upon the land all manner of evil? 

To the laboring poor, particularly, we would 
say, it was for you, especially, that the Sabbath 
was made; and will you sell your birthright? In 
all countries where the Sabbath is not kept, the 
poor are pressed down beneath a hopeless bond- 
lage. ‘The Sabbath, duly observed, will raise 
your families to intelligence and competence, 
and all civil honors, asthe wheel of providence 
rolls; while the violation of it will raise up over 
you @ monied aristocracy, thriving by your vices, 
and rising by your depression, ana dooming you 
and your posterity to be hewers of wood and 
drawers of water forever, If you contnue to vi- 
olate the Sabbath, you may wear the livery of 
freemen, but at will be in the house of bond- 
age. You may go through the mockery of voting 
for your rulers, but at will be done ander the 
powerful dictation of masters. God is wise, and 
you cannot mend his institutions, or do without 
thes, Eble ic vintpotent, and you 
from Him; He is alnughty, and you cannot stand 
before Him; ile as just, and wall by no means 
clear the guilty. And now, frends and breth- 
| ren, We trust, that through inconsideration you 

have given yourselves tothe violation of the Sab- 

bath; and that, when your own and your coun- 

try’s deep interest in ils preservation are consid- 
| ered, you will desist from it, and give your ex- 
| ample and influence for the presersation of that

STATE OF THE JEWS. 
Extracts from the Report of the Female Jews So- 
ciety, Boston—omilted last week. 

Mr. Brewer having been requested to trans- 
mit all important infermation concerning the 
Jews, mentions Salonica, the ancient Thessaloni- 
ca, asan important station for a missionary, 
The particulars concerning the Jews of that city 
were, he says, “‘obligingly communicated by 
Benjamin Barker, Esq. agent of the Bible Soci- 
ety in Smyrna,” The number of Jews in Thes- 
salonica is from 25,000 to $0,000; they have one 
chief Rabbi with a considerable number of others 
ander him, $6 synagogues, a large school and sey- 
eral smaller ones; their language is the Jewish- 
Spanish, whichthey read and write with the 


Hebrew characters; and those who have had a 





| superior education know likewise the Hebrew, | 

















in which language their sacred writings are 
kept. ‘There are amongst them a few bankers 
and merchants, and the rest are divided into bro- 
kers, shopkeepers, &c. ‘They are very industri- 
ous, and like the rest ef the Jews in the ‘Turkish 
empire, their chief aim is to amass money. On 
account of their number they enjoy a little more 
consideration than in other parts of Turkey, as 
their annual taxes are more considerable. In 
short, they are in commerce the leading wheel, 
for on their Sabbath nothing hardly is done in 
the city, and the streets and bazars appear to be 
deserted. Isold many books to them whilst I 


was there, ofthe prophets and even New ‘Testa- | 


ments, and distributed a great many Tracts, and 
excited in them the spirit of inguiry. One in 
particular, told me that be was persuaded that 
Jesus was the promised Messiah. 1 had several 
interesting conversations with him, he appeared 
in good circumstances and earnest in what he ad- 
vanced, In my cpinion, if any thing can be 
done for the Jews in this land of barbariswn, ‘Thes- 
salonica offers a fine field,” 

Inthe same Journal he mentions a little ex- 
cursion to a Jewish village, accompanied by his 
teacher in Jewish-Spanish, and presents us with 
agiance at one of the Jewish superstitions, — 
“We were kindly received,” he says, “at the 
residence of the chief Rabbi, where, notwith- 
standing the poverty of the house, the shelves 
were stored with thirty or forty volumes, some 
in Jewish-Spanish, but principally in the Rab- 
binical character, and filled with Rabbinical le- 
gends. At the tuner door also, as elsewhere, my 
allendant pomted out the name of Jehovah, 
written in Hebrew, and fastened as a charm on 
the door posts. It was contained in a cylinder of 
tin, through a sinall opening of which it was visi- 
ble. ‘Phis is universally regarded by these peo- 
ple as a security against evil spirits.” 

/Inother Extract. 

Your Committee rejoice as they contemplate 
the naughty struggle among the contending na- 
tions of the earth; not because the enemy seeks 
for vengeance inthe blood of thousands; but be- 
cause God has promised restoration to the Jews, 
and peace tothe world. And they believe that 
all these preparatory events are necessary. A 
late writer, referring to the signs of the times, 
remarks, “Phat saints are in the cabinet of the 
King of kings; armies and generals exccute his 
orders blindly; philosophers hunt into the prop- 
erties of matter; poets sing the beauties of his 
works; historians narrate the actions of which 
they cannot trace the motives; but the Christian 
by his Bible enters into the cabinet, and sees 
that it isthe Lord of Hosts, the King of Glory, 
who ruleth amongst the children of men; setting 
up one kingdom and pulling down another, and

when mount Zion shall become “ an eternal ex- 
cellency, a joy of many generations.” And it is 
to addto the many already on record another 
testimony to their power and value, that I have 
prepared the following candid account. Should 
you give it a place in your paper, you will, at 
east, give expression to the fervent gratitude of 
many hearts. 

In the winter of 1826 & 7 appearances, some- 
what more favorable to the interests of religion 
than usual,were discerned amongst the people of 
|,my charge. ‘They met my own impressions and 
| hopes in relation to an approaching revival. 

Christians more or less were beginning to awake 
from slumber, ‘The opportunity, as an indication 
of Providence, was embraced; and the whole 
church earnestly exhorted to ‘bring all the 
tythes into the store house,” and to test the ve- 
racity of Him who, on this condition, had prom- 
ised to open “the windows of heaven.” Piayer 
meetings and oceasional lectures were crowded 
andsolemn; but for a considerable time hope and 
fear, as to (he course things would take, prevail- 
edalternately. At length, however, on finding 
the professed people of God so much concerned 
for the salvation of others, as to be willing to put 
up to heaven some extra petitions, and to make 
on earth some extra exertions, to secure it; in 
the month of April, an inquiry meeting was open- 
ed as an object, which would at once engage the 
attention of the congregation, and fix and direct 
the solicitude of the church. Few at first at- 
tended the meeting; and, although the church 
found enough to encourage their faith and hopes 
meanwhile, it was long before the number was 
much increased; and not till toward the last of 
summer, that the revival assumed a decided char- 
acter. From this time it gradually gained im- 
portance, till the commencement of the present 
year; when it had gathered an interest, which 
eft scarcely a heart unaffected. And that inter- 
est, hav ing been ‘vell sustained for several months, 
has at length resulted in a steady zeal on the 
part of the church, and a solid sense of the val- 
ue of religion on the part of others. 

In addition to this general statement of its 
origin and progress, a few particulars will con- 
vey some just impression of this revival. 

1. The work itself. It has been most evident 
ly God’s work, ‘There is no room for the insin- 
uation sometimes urged against revivals, that it 
is all the device man, for no human help has been 
called in more than would have been done in 
common circumstances; and there is no occasion 
for this insinuation, because there has been noth- 
ing done to kindle a feverish heat, or produce a 
foreed and unnatural excitement. The presen

Your Committee feel as though Christians gen- 
erally did not realize the suffering and degrada- 
tion of the Jews in their present dispersed state. 
Even in England, * by the laws, they are held 
to be aliens, and consequently only enjoy the 
rights gramted to foreigaers. ‘They may be ban- 
ished at the mere caprice of the king at any mo- 
ment. A Jewess, wife of a converted Jew : can- 
not claim dower after his death. There are a- 
mong the Jews of London seventeen societies es- 
tablished for their temporal relief, but the total 
amount of their revenue is very small, and the 
poorest members of that community are in great- 
er misery than the poor of any other denomina- 
tion.” . 

Do any ask what more can be done for them? 
In Joel a. 17, we find the following direction. 
* Let the priests, the ministers of the Lord, weep 
between the porch and the altar, and let thei 
say, spare thy people, O Lord, and give not thine 
herltage to reproach, that the heathen should 
rule over them, wherefore should they say among 
the people, where is their God? ‘Then will the 
Lord be jealous for his land, and pity bis people.” 
We find it recorded of Cornelius that his prayers 
united with his alms came up for a memorial be- 
fore the Lord, and if we would expect success, 
must we not accompany our eflorts with fervent 
believing prayer?

Thechurch in Carver has long been destitute 
of a pastor, and much of the time of preaching. 
Recently a general and increased effort has been 
made, and they have some prospect that their in- 
vitation willbe accepted, and a pastor settled 
overthem.

IN PHILADELPHIA. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

We continue our account of the proceedings, 
abridged from the Philadélphian. 

Board of Missions.—The subject of organi- 
zing this Board excited a deep interest, and the 
discussions were much protracted. In the course 
of them, the question was once indefinitely post- 

ned, and again introduced. .'T'he .Executive 

ommittee ofthe Am. Home Missionary Society 
applied to be heard, and a committee of confer- 
ence was appointed. This committee recom- 
mended the addition of seven laymen to the form- 
er number of the Board; which was accordingly 
done. ‘The committee also recommended a reso- 
lution, which was adopted, as follows:—Hesolved, 
that the Board of Missions already have the pow- 
er to establish missions, not only among the des- 
titute in our own country, or avy other country, 
but also among the Heathen in any part of the 
world; to select, appoint, and commission mission- 
aries, to determine their salaries, and to settle 
and pay their accounts; that they have full author- 
ity to correspond with any other body on the sub- 
ject of missions,to appoint an Executive Com- 
mittee, and an efficient agent or avents, to man- 
age their missionary coneerns, totake any meas- 
ures they may judge proper to form auxiliary 
societies, on such terms as they may deem pro- 
per to procure funds, and, in general, to manage 
the missionary Operations of the General Assem- 
bly.—It is therefore submitted to the discretion 
of the Board of Missions, to consider whether it 
is expedient for them to carry into effect the 
full powers which they possess. 

It was also ressived, that all the churches un- 
der the care of the Assembly, take up and for- 
ward an annual collection for missionary purpo- 
ses, andthat the Presbyteries take order onthe 
subject. 

The Friends.—A bundle of pamphilets, contain- 
ing the e@uses, rise and pregress of the divis- 
ion, which has lately taken place among the 
Fjiends, was presented to the Assembly, at the 
request of that Society; and committed to a com- 
mittee for distribution among the members. 

Donatios of Tracls.—T he Female Tract Socie- 
ty, with their usual liberality, presented to the As- 
sembly 600 religious Tracts, 1000 of them being 
in the German Language; with a request that 
they mightbe apportioned among their ministers, 
missionaries, aud elders residing or travelling in 
those sections in this and the Southern and Wes- 
tern States, represented as destitute of religious 
The thanks of 
the Assembly were returned; and the ‘Tracts 
committed to the stated clerk for distribution.

After a season of special prayer for divine di- 
rectiog, the Rev. John M’Dowell D. D. was cho- 
sen Professor of Ecclesiastical History anc Church 
Government in this Seminary. He subsequent- 
ly declined; but the Assembly expressed their de-

Religious Exercises at future meetings.—On re- 
port of a Committee for the purpose, the Assem- 
bly resolved, That it be hereafter a standing rule 
of the General Assembly to spend the first Wed- 
nesday of their Sessions in religious exercises, as 
follows, viz: Itis recommended that each mem- 
ber should spend from 8 till 9 o’elock, A. M. in 
secret devotion. At 10, the Assembly shall meet 
together and spend a season in prayer, praise, 
reading the scriptures and exhortation. In the 
alternoon there shall be a public meeting of the 
Assembly with all who may choose to convene 
with them, to engage again in religious exercises. 

Each Assembly shall, at an early period of their 
Sessions, appoint a committee to make arrange- 
ments for the observance of this day, in conformi- 
ty with the above general plan. 

Also that it be recommeded to the churches 
under the care of the General Assembly, annual- 
ly toobserve this day, or such parts of it as they 
may respectirely think proper, as a season of spe- 
ial prayer in the closet, and in social or public 
meetings, toask for the presence of God with the 
General Assembly, and for the special influences 
of his Spirit to deseend upon the churches uoder 
their care, and upon the world of mankind, and 
that the earth may speedily be filled with his glory. 

Also, that it be recommended to Christians and 
to churches, in the annual observance of thisday, 
as far asmay beconvenient, to fix upon the same 
time with the Assembly, for secret devotion and 
for public worship. 

Also, that the several Presbyteries under the 
care of the General Assembly, take order for in- 
forming all our churches of this recommendation, 
and for promoting the observance of the day in 
question.

Home Missionary Society.--On motion of the 
Rev. Dr. Miller, the Rev. Mr. Peters, Secretary" 
of the American Home Missionary Society, was 
requested to address the Assembly on the objects 
and operations of that Society, which was accord- 
ing) done, ; 

for increasing the number of Ministers. 
—The committee of overtures reported the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were adopted, viz. 

Resolved that the great number of vacant chur- 
ches in our connexion, the rapidly jncreasing 
population of the West destitute of gospel ordin- 
ances, and the wants of the heathen world, call 
for vigorous and perserving eflorts on the part of 
the churches of Grist to increase with all possi- 
ble rapidity the number of well qualified preach- 
ers of the gospel. 

Resolved, That it be earnestly recommended to 
each minister in the Presbyterian church to in- 
duce the people of his charge to raise fupds, or 
otherwise provide means, sufficient to educate at 
least cone candidate for the gospel ministry; and 
that among feeble churches, unable, singly, to 
raise such fund a union be formed of two or more 
such weak churches, to accomplish the same ob- 
ject. 

Resolved further, that each minister and 
church session, be affectionately requested to 
search diligently and prayerfully for young men 
of piety and promising talents, proper to be taken 
under the patrenage of the church as candidates 
for the gospel ministry, to recommend such 
young men tothe Presbytery within whose bounds 
they are found; or to some education society. 

tsolved, that it be enjoined on the Presbyti- 
ries annually, to take order on this subject, and 
report to the General Assembly. : 

Assembly’s Digest.—It was resolved, that the 
Stated Clerk be authorised to furnish each The- 
ological Seminary, under the care of the Gener- 
al Assembly, or belonging to any of the Ecclesi- 
astical bodies holding correspondence with the 
General Assembly, with twenty-five copies of the 
Assembly's Digest. Also, to furnish, on their 
application, a copy of the Digest to each session 
of our churches, and each member of the present 
Assembly, not possessing a copy. 

Intemperance.—On the report of a committee 
for the purpose it was resolved, that, in view of 
the exceedingly heinous nature of the sin of in- 
temperance in the use of ardent spirits, as in di- 
rect opposition to the authority and moral gov- 
ernment of God, its wide-spread prevalence, in- 
fecting, as we are not without reason to appre- 
hend, some members and even officers af the | 
church, the dreadful miseries it inflicts on Socie- 
ty, in all its interests, physical, political, moral | 
and religious; and especially in view of the great 
guilt that rests en the church in this matter, not 
merely from so many of her members participa- 
ting in it, while others, with thoughtless insensi- 
bility, minister the means ofits indulgence to its 
deluded victims; but especially in having greatly 
failed, asthe light of the world and the salt of 
the earth, by her instructions, her example, her 
prayers and her vigorous efforts wee way to 
stay the plagne,—this General Assembly do ap- 
point the fourth Wednesday of January, 1829 
a day of Fasting, Humiliation and Prayer, with 
a special reference to this sin, and recommend 
to all the people of their communion, its solemn 
observance as such; and moreover they give it 
in charge to all their ministers, who may offici- 
ate on this occasion, by prayer and study, to 
have their minds thoroughly impressed with a 
sense of the greatness of this sin; and to endeav- 
our so to conduct the exercises of the Sanctuary, 
that all the people, to whom they may minister, 
may be brought most fully under the same im- 
pression, and aroused toa vigorous exertion of 
all the means, which duty and sound discretion 
dictate for arresting the hateful desolating abom- 
ination. 

Close of the Sessions.—The Assembly closed 
their Sessions on ‘I hursday, the 2%h, at 1 o’elock, 
P. M. being the 18th day. ‘The general Narra- 
tiveon the s.:te of religion was reported and 
adopted; which, together with the residue of the 
proceedings of the day, has not been received.

It is now plain, that if any “ rale’? has been violated, it 
to choeply the sileutrule of propriety, OF which every man 
ishis own judge. Suppose, then, that it is reasonable and 
proper the Unitarians should sometimes have a preacher 
chosen from among them. It would seem to be equally 
proper, that they should enjoy the right in proportion t 
their numbers. They are less than one fourth of the Con- 
gregational ministers nthe Commonwealth. In every four 
years, therefore, it may be proper they should furnish one 
preacher, while the orthodox furnish three. By this rule 
and on the showing of the Register itself, they have ye¢ 
no reason for complaint. By what “ rule” of propriety tan 
it be shown, that a minority of one in four has equal rights 
with @ majority of three fourths; and that such a ming ity 
should have an ‘* alternate choice ?”?

; THE BIBLE CAUSE, 

Bible Society of Centredille, Ky.—The Secre- 
tary of this Society writes as follows, in the Wes- 
tern Luminary. “ ‘The Managers of this Socie- 
ty, rejoice to pear of the resolution and move- 
ments of the Fayette Couety B. Society, as there 
are a great many families as well as individnals 
destitute of the word of life. Inthe year 1897 
this Society, at the request of the Am. B. Socie- 
ty, appointed Agents to ride through the Coun- 
ties of Livington and Caldwell, mainly for the 
purpose of ascertaining the number of those that 
are without the scriptures. One of the Agents 
visited 533 families, including only that part of 
Livingston Co. North of the Cumberland River, 
(and which is probably better supplied than the 
south) and found 210 destitute. Ata very mod- 
erate calculation, from the facts already obtain- 
ed, there will be one fourth, if not one third of the 
families without the Bible. We have recently 
received from the Parent Society 150 Bibles and 
as many ‘Testaments, but those will go but a lit- 
tle way in supplying those that need. We have, 
however, seaaived, though there is but a hand- 


er to cease our operations, until the two Coun- 
ties are furnished with the rick Treasure.

RELIGION IN GREAT BRITAIN, 

Extract of a Letter from the Rev. G. Redford, 
of Worcester, Eng. to the Rev W. B. Sprague, 
of W. Springtield, Ms. 

The movements of the religious world here are 
pretty regular. We want more of the life and 
power ofreligion; but the work is progressive. 
"The state of London has lately occupied a good 
deal of attention, and the destitute districts have 
been regularly visited hy pious persons. Still, 
London is con.paratively destitute of the means 
of grace; and its religion, though prolific of char- 
ities, is not of the highest order. 

I was aware of the prevalence of Unitarianism 
with you; [hail with gratitude your tidings of 
any symptonsofa healthier state of things. In 
England that deplorable heresy is not gaining 
ground; certainly the reverse is the fact. Since 
the Wardlaw controversy, and Dr. Pye Smith’s 
Messiah, they have been in rather desperate cir- 
cumstances, and have produced nothing in con- 
troversy that has made any noise. 

The Bible controversy still rages at Edinburgh. 
with more violence than ever; butin Eng!and, 
allis peace. Much good is doing nearly in all 
parts of England, aud our public Societies are, 
upon the whole, prosperous. Evangelical relig- 
ion is advancing in the Church of England, but it 
is pitiably over borne by the weight of secularity, 
and the defilement of political parties with which 





The report of this Society, for the year ending 
Dec. 31st, 1827, hasjust been received. The re- | 
ceipts of the society, during the year, were / 43,- 
285, 7s. Id. which is 7.2145, 9s. Sd. less than the 
receipts of the previous year. Expenditures, 
during the same period, 147,255 9s.

e was greatly enraged, and forbad her attending 
school any longer. ‘The child obeyed; but, in a 
few months she pined away, and fell off in health 
and spirits: yet often remonstrated gently with 
her parents, and told them what she had learnt 
ofthe True God, About a year ago, the Father 
and mother accompanied their child to Mrs. Wil- 
son’s house, entreating her to receive their daugh- 
ter again, and also to impart to them such instruc- 
tion as she had bestowed upon their child; re- 
questing, also, that Mrs. Wilson would allow 
them to reside on the Mission Premises, and the 
father begged to be employed. Mrs. Wilson 
consented; and they became constant attendants 
on Christian worship, twice a day; and the 
daughter seized every spare moment to read to 
them out of the Seriptures: the father proved a 
most useful trusty servant; and the mother con- 
ducted herself in a quiet, medest manner, A

 Ithaca.—The ladies were anxious, not only 
for the education oftheir own children, but for 
the female children of the whole of Greece. We 
have had frequent and interesting conversations 
on thissubject. One evening, a few weeks be- 
fore we leit the island, we had assembled a num- 
ber of our friendsat our house: Dr. Citiliani en- 
tered rather Jate, and addressing the ladies, said, 
TL have pleasing news for you, and a cause for 
congratulation to the gentlemen.” They all 
rapidly inquired what jt was; for the Greek fleet 
had been expected with deep and intense inter- 
est, and the Greeks were daily expecting to hear 
of the arrival of Lord Cochrane. ‘* 1 have read,” 
he replied, ‘in a Gazette from Hydra, that the 
ladies in Scotland, lamenting the want of educa- 
tion among our women, have formed a Society 
for the purpose of instituting schools for the 
Greeks.” ‘Lhe ladies arose—crowded round me 
—and, with glistening eyes and in an earnest 
manner, said, “ Lady! you are going to Eng- 
land! do not, Oh! do not forget us! but excite 
the English to pity us. Give our deepest, our 
most heartfelt thanks to the Scottish ladies: tell 
all the E.nglish to sympathise with us—to aid us 
—hut not despise us.” The gentlemen had pres- 
sed forward, and stood with looks of indeseriba- 
ble expression. I could have wept with emotion.”
